Jackson Street, is back in jail today after 
sawing his way out of the two-story 
structure over two months ago. 
Pennington, who has been the subject 
of a state wide search by law en­ 
forcement officers since his escape from 
the local jail, Sept. 20, was apprehended 
at 5:30 a rn. today behind his residence 
on North Jackson Street. 
The Rush County sh e riffs departm ent 
and the Rushville Police departm ent 
were responsible for the apprehension of 
Pennington after the police had received 
a tip earlier in the morning that P en­ 
nington was seen in a car on South 
Harrison Street 
Two units from the RPD and a sheriff’s 


unit conducted an extensive search in 
northw estern Rushville this morning in 
an attem pt to find the escaped juvenile, 
when they had received information that 
he was on his way to Muncie. 
It was at this tim e that the officers 
observed a car m atching a description of 
the vehicle Pennington was believed to 
have been driving and gave chase 
The 1967 Buick four door sedan with a 
black vinyl top over m edium blue, which 
was later learned to have been stolen 
from Richmond, was stopped in an alley 
behind the Tom Stanley home, 605 North 
Jackson Street, and Pennington was 
apprehended by the sheriff’s unit 
Pennington was returned to the county 
jail where lie is presently being held 
It was stated by one of the m any 


Indiana law enforcement officers who 
have been searching for Pennington, that 
the officers have known on several oc 
casionsof Pennington s w hereabouts and 
were just a few minute-- behind the 
escapee, and that it was through the

President Of Women’s Bank: Man 


LOS A N G E L E S (U P I) — The president of The First 
Women’s Bank of California — actually, the third such 
female oriented bank in the state and fourth in the

Farm Workers Wages Up 


WASHINGTON (UPI)

Wages for 
hired 
farm 
workers averaged $2.80 an hour in a survey last month, 
up 6 5 per cent from a year earlier, according to the 
Agriculture Department. 
It estimated Friday that in October there were 
1,340,100 men and women employed in the “ hired farm 
labor” category — down 4 per cent from a year earlier. 
A similar decline was noted in the number of farm 
family workers. That category dropped to 2,960,400 in 
October compared with 3,102,700 a year earlier. 


Soviet Union Signs Agreement 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) — The Soviet Union has signed 
an agreement accepting the right of the United States to 
control 
trawler 
fishing 
within 
200 
miles 
of 
U.S. 
coastlines. 
The agreement, signed by both countries Friday, is in 
line with U S. plans to establish a 200-mile fishing 
conservation zone next March I, as provided in the 
Fisheries Conservation Act approved this 
year by 
Congress. 
A State Department official said the agreement in 
principle recognizes the traditional fishing agreements 
of all countries which have previously fished in U.S. 
waters. Under the agreement, he said, the Soviet Union 
will be eligible to a share of fish within the new zone. 
The State Department said the Soviet Union expressed 
satisfaction with the agreement. 
After March I, once the law comes into force, all new 
fisheries agreements must be submitted to Congress for 
review and approval. 


25 Million Receive Vaccinations 


ATLANTA (U P I) — More than 25 million Americans 
have received vaccinations against swine influenza, 
according to the national Center for Disease Control. 
The agency said Friday the total innoculation figure of 
25.376,438 represents 18.76 per cent of all persons 18 
years of age or older. 
The latest figures included i i r i f f i u n i z a t i o n s 
administered through Nov. 20 The CDC said that in the 
week ending last Saturday, 6,186,866 Americans received 
the flu shots, one of the largest week-to-week increases 
since the nationwide immunization program started Oct. 
I. 
But the report on the federal immunization program 
came before discovery of a suspected swine influenza 
case at Concordia, Mo., the past weekend 
Publicity concerning the case at Concordia touched off 
a strong demand for the flu shots at some inoculation 
centers 
The agency said Wyoming still led all the states in the 
total number of shots given, with vaccinations of 74.97 
per cent of its population. Other leading areas were the 
Trust Territories with 72.22 per cent and Hawaii with 
66 82 per cent. 
Illinois had the lowest immunization record with 3.73 
per cent. New York City recorded 4.87 per cent and 
Arkansas 4.09 
Georgia listed 17 26 per cent of its eligible population 
as having received flu shots. 


Auto Sales Decline 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — A slackening demand for 
automobiles led to a I per cent decline in retail sales 
figures 
in 
September, 
the 
Commerce 
Department 
reported Friday. 
The monthly federal retail sales report showed an 
estimated $53 9 billion worth of retail goods were sold in 
September, one per cent below the August level 
But "excluding the automotive group,” the report 
said, the sales estimates for September “ were virtually 
unchanged from August." 
New and used car sales declined 7 per cent in 
September from August, the report said, but still 


remained 16 per cent above the September 1975 level •

To Benefit Church 


LA S VEGAS, Nev

They gave the kid a big hand, 
even if it was his first — and 
maybe last — appearance in 
Las Vegas, and even if a lot of 
his repetoire was 30 years old 
and even if he was singing to 
get a Catholic church out of a 
topless bar. 
In fact, 6,000 of them gave 
Bing Crosby a lot of big hands 
and 
a 
standing, 
cheering 
ovation 
at 
his 
debut 
here 
Friday night. 
Crosby, backed up by his wife 
and three children, sang for 2Vi 
hours, 
a 
medley 
of 
tunes 
covering 
the 
years, 
from 
“ Sweet 
Leilani” 
and 
“ Blue 
Skies" to “ The way We Were.” 
The 72-year-old crooner has 
been making concert appear­ 
ances lately. But with more 
than a half century in show 
business behind him he had 
never played Las Vegas, an 
entertainment capital. He may 
well never have done so — he 
rarely even visits the place as 
a tourist — except for Frank 
Sinatra and the plight the Rev. 
Ben Franzinelli and his unusual 
Catholic parish. 
Crosby’s appearance raised a 
grvss of about $90,000 for the 
church. 
"Fath er Ben” came to Las 
Vegas two years ago to find he 
had been given a parish with no 
church. He talked a doctor who 
owned the Sundancer, a con­ 
crete block country-western bar 
on the poor side of town, into 
letting him hold services there. 
Recently, 
the 
bar 
changed 
format 
and 
now 
features 
topless dancers. 
Each Sunday morning 
the 
Sundancer is converted into the 
Holy Fam ily Roman Catholic 
Church with the aid of stained 
glass windows and other church 
type furnishings — movie props 
donated by the MGM Grand 
Hotel. When services end, the 
altar goes back in storage and 
the topless dancers return. 
The priest, tired of saying 
Mass amid what he called “ the 


rancid fumes of beer drinking 
and topless dancers,” set out to 
raise $750,000 for a real church 
by getting in on 
the city’s 
major industry — entertain­ 
ment. 
The Aladdin Hotel contributed 
the use of its 7,500-seat theater 
and Frank Sinatra signed up 
for a benefit concert Jan. 5. 
Out of the blue came an offer 
from Crosby. Although Crosby 
is

Catholic 
and 
won 
an 
Academy Award for one of his 
movie portrayals of a priest, in 
“ Going My W ay," how did he 
hear about the problems of a 
priest in Las Vegas, hundreds 
of miles from his home south of 
San Francisco? 
“ I would not be surprised if 
Frank Sinatra is responsible for 
Crosby coming,” was Father 
Franzinelli’s guess. 
“ From one holy family to 
another, thanks for the help,” 
said Father Franzinelli to the 
Crosbys at the end

“ He’s Got the Whole World in 
his Hands.”

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Think About It 
Consumer Trend 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The public is beginning to show 
a skeptical resistance to consumer research that poses 
big problems, says Dr. Joseph Smith, a psychologist who 
heads Oxtoby-Smith, Inc., a New York motivational 
research firm. 
“The skepticism is healthy,” he said. “ It forces 
consumer research to be objective and not just a 
marketing tool. 
But the opposition is unfortunate 
because it can deprive consumers of what is perhaps 
their best weapon in demanding better products and 
services from business.” 
Smith said the consumer and m o t i v a t i o n a l 
researchers, when they get the cooperation of the public, 
have a much better chance of arriving at attainable 
solutions of ordinary consumer problems concerning the 
design and quality of products than do the militant 
consumer organizations. 
“The militants have played a big role and will 
continue to,” he said, “but in actually achieving 
solutions they are handicapped by a built-in inability to 
be objective. They are committed in advance to a hard- 
nosed position. The sam e thing can 
be true of 
government officials in the consumer oriented bureaus 
and departm ents.” 
Smith said this makes the m anufacturer and the 
m arketer afraid to make concessions readily 
or 
voluntarily to the militants, whether they represent 
government bureaus or consumer organizations. “They 
say if they m ake concessions in negotiations, the 
m ilitants’ commitment to a hard-nosed line forces them 
to extend their demands because their whole reason for 
existence depends on staying hard nosed.” 
The consumer motivational researcher has no such 
commitment nowadays, Smith said. “The original 
motivational researchers of 20 years ago did have a 
commitment to come up with results that would 
reinforce the existing standards and philosophies of 
advertising agencies and their clients; but that won t 
wash today,” he said. 
The company that hires a modern motivational 
research firm must be prepared to face up to unpleasant 
surprises in the results and to re tailor its products and 
policies accordingly. 
Although Smith is a psychologist with a background in 
health 
and 
pure 
research, 
his 
firm ’s 
work 
is 
com m ercial, trying to find out what makes some 
products click and others fail and what consumers are 
going to be like in the years immediately ahead. 
He regards as one of OxtobySmith’s m ajor triumphs 
Trans World Airlines’ decision to use surplus space in 
big airliners for on-board luggage racks rather than for 
a bar to dispense more booze. 
As for consumers themselves, he is convinced of just 
one thing, that all so-called consumer trends are totally 
ephem eral and no one can plan many years ahead on 
the basis of even the most plainly visible consumer 
trends. 
Nevertheless, in a speech about a year ago, he stuck 
his neck out far enough to say that for the next few 
years consumers will be more contemplative, more 
mature and tougher. But he qualified that by saying the 
life style will be more pluralistic, that many people, 
indeed, will be living more or less double lives, a 
prospect really calculated to drive m arketers and 
advertising men up the wall. 
He also committed himself to the proposition that 
women will shape the commercial w o ||( y ^ ^ |y £ £ a t e r 
They will be better 
degree than they have in the past. They 
educated, have fewer children, have the first child later 
and will hold better jobs.

A great many people are 
highly sensitive to the stings of 
hornets, wasps, yellow jackets, 
and honey bees. Unfortunately, 
not all of them know whether 
they are or not until they are 
bitten and develop a severe 
reaction. 
A group of scientists at the 
Johns Hopkins Hospital has 
developed a new and interesting 
skin test that may, in advance, 
identify people who are ex­ 
tremely allergic to insect 
stings. 
A solution prepared from the 
venom of a group of wasps is 
injected under the skin. In 
severely sensitive people, a red 
welt appears at the site of in­ 
jection. 
Dr. Lawrence Lichtenstein 
and his co-workers believe this 
is an invaluable test for those 
people who think they are 
allergic and have not yet proved 
it 
These same researchers are 
actively working on a vaccine 
that will prevent the serious 
consequences of insect bites in 
highly allergic people. 


Pregnant women past the age 
af 35 can be offered a test to 
determine if their unborn child 
will be normal. 


The National Institute of 
Child and Human Development 
in Bethesda, Md., has just 
completed a five-year study on 
a procedure known as "am­ 
niocentesis ” 
By this method, a small 
amount of fluid is safely 
removed from the sac that 
surrounds the unborn child. 
Analysis of the fluid can predict 
potential abnormalities before 
birth. 
In some instances, 
the 
analysis can detect the sex of 
the baby months before birth. 
The report said that more 
than one thousand women were 
given the test. More than 95 per 
cent of these were found to be 
normal and could be reassured 
that no 
abnormality 
was 
present in the fetus (unborn 
child). The study states: 
“ Thirty-nine of the women 
learned from the tests that their 
child 
would 
be 
seriously 
deformed and elected to have 
abortions. There was no in­ 
dication that the extraction and 
study of the fluid injured either 
the mother or the unborn child 
in this study.”

A newly released perform ance audit by 
the 
Fiscal 
and 
Management 
Analysis 
Division of the Indiana Legislative Council 
says that by 1978 provisions in the law 
guaranteeing all schools get certain amounts 
will 
destroy 
the 
formula 
designed 
to 
encourage special educational program s 
But spokesmen for the state Departm ent 
of Public Instruction said, “The legislature 
never intended to destroy the formula We 
have confidence in the legislature that they 
will adjust the technicalities of the formula 
to fit the funds available ” 
The legislative Council auditors m ade 19 
findings which they said “reveal, overall, 
significant deviations between the actual 
effects of the law and the apparent intent of 
the General Assembly in developing and 
passing the law Some of these deviations 
result 
from 
the 
law 
itself 
The 
law s 
grandfather provisions, for exam ple, assure 
that most school corporations will soon be 
unaffected by the weighted pupil concept ” 
“Some of the disparities, on the other 
hand, result from adm inistrative practices 
and 
procedures 
that, 
in 
several 
cases, 
appear to reflect a lack of concern for the 
wishes of the General Assembly and for the 
requirem ents of the law, and, in other cases, 
simply 
tail 
to 
inspire 
confidence 
in 
adm inistrators’ abilities to implement the 
law effectively,” the report states 
One of the key findings of the auditors is 
that the provisions put into the law to assure 
that all school corporations are guaranteed 
certain amounts has all hut nullified the 
great hopes of (he “ weighted pupil” formula 


designed to provide financial incentives for 
special program s. 
The report says that this year all but 93 of 
Indiana's 
304 
school 
corporations 
are 
guaranteed and what they do or do not do to 
m eet the various program s outlined in the 
formula will not m ake any difference. 
The formula is weighted to provide more 
money for such program s as education of 
the handicapped 
and 
retarded 
and 
for 
vocational training. 
“The 
projection 
by 
the 
Fiscal 
and 
Management Analysis Division is that 299 
out of Indiana's 304 school corporations will 
be guarantee corporations in 
1978,” the 
auditors wrote. 
“ If a 
guarantee school 
corporation term inates a special program in 
an attem pt to lower costs, the change in 
state aid will in* zero There is no financial 
incentive to m aintain 
costly 
s p e c i a l 
program s.” 
The auditors said the law should generate 
$563 million for 1977 with an additional $70 
million in 1978 “ That $70 million applied to 
the guarantee only will put 299 corporations 
under the guarantee and e f f e c t i v e l y 
elim inate the formula,” the report states 
"lf that same amount were applied only to 
the formula, only 33 corporations would fall 
under the guarantee in 1978.” 
The auditors were critical of Departm ent 
of 
Public 
Instruction 
and 
the 
Indiana 
General Education Commission in some of 
the findings They said the commission “has 
not promulgated any rules and regulations 
since the 1975 school finance legislation was 
enacted” 
that 
w o u l d 
help 
with 
implementation of the program 
They also said the departm ent has not 
not provided local school officials data with 
each payment enabling them to understand 
how state aid is derived “except in rare 
cases."

unemploym ent, 
Prim e

Soares' m inisters carmot grant pay raises 
without jeopardizing the austerity program 
imposed to resurrect P ortugal’s floundering 
economy 
At the sam e time, the pressure could deal 
a setback for the radical left — a m ishm ash 
of Trotskyite, New Left and extrem e Maoist 
groups - which gained m ajor inroads in the 
industrial unions This was brought home to

s u m m e r ’ s 
presidential elections when the radicals' 
presidential candidate, Maj. Otelo Saraiva 
de Carvalho, gained 16.5 per cent of the vote 
while the Communist candidate cam e in last 
in the four m an race with 7.5 per cent. 
The presidential election, combined with a 
poor showing in the previous election of a 
national assem bly, cost the Communists 
their m em bership in the governm ent for the 
first tim e in two years.
